Surprising  as  it  may  be  to  hear,  the 
coin  love  tokens  we  Love  Token  Society 
members  collect  and  cherish  are  not  the 
only  love  tokens  around!  In  fact,  most  of 
the  love  tokens  I  collect  are  not  coins  at 
all.  Ranging  from  parchment  to  glass  to 
pottery  and  even  wood,  my  collection 
encompasses  all  manner  of  gifts  of  love, 
with  my  special  focus  being  antique  V al- 
entines.  Our  mutual  interest  -  -  coins  as 
gifts  of  love  and  affection  -  -  is  just  an¬ 
other  aspect  of  my  very  broad  subject. 
At  this  Valentine  season  I  would  like  to 
share  some  of  my  collecting  passion  with 
you. 

From  the  first  generous  gift  of  a  lovely 
leaf  or  feather  from  one  prehistoric  per¬ 
son  to  another,  to  the  carved  petroglyphs 
which  might  have  marked  a  hunter’s 
accomplishment  .  .  .  we  have  perpetu¬ 
ated  the  tradition  of  honoring  those  for 
whom  we  hold  special  thoughts.  Using 
their  various  artistic  abilities,  human 
beings  have  created  beautiful  objects  and 
written  messages  which  might  treasures 
themselves.  The  human  spirit  adores 
the  concept  of  giving  and  receiving,  and 
gifts  of  love,  in  any  guise,  seem  to  have 
certainly  been  an  important  part  of  our 
history,  In  a  period  when  life  was  short, 
and  life  and  death  were  equally  signifi¬ 
cant,  time  was  taken  to  commemo¬ 
rate  all  manner  of  events. 

For  hundreds  of  years, 
Valentine's  Day  has  been  a 
time  for  friends  and  lovers 
to  exchange  thoughts  of 
love.  Since  276  A.D.,  when 
Valentinus  became  the  pa¬ 
tron  Saint  of  lovers,  and 
his  name  was  affixed  to 
the  Roman  festival  com¬ 


memorating  the  Rites  of  Spring,  lovers, 
like  the  mating  birds,  have  chosen  part¬ 
ners  for  the  coming  year.  The  original 
lottery  was  long  ago  replaced,  but  mes¬ 
sages  of  endearment,  gifts,  and  sweet 
poetry  have  been  customary  since  the 
era  of  Chaucer  and  Shakespeare,  who 
referred  to  the  February  fourteenth  holi¬ 
day  in  their  writing. 

"The  Valentine"  at  that  time  was  nei¬ 
ther  the  gift  nor  the  message,  but  it  was 
a  "person".  And  so,  when  one  chose  "a 
Valentine",  it  was  to  be  ones’  special 
person  for  the  entire  year.  It  was  not 
until  the  eighteenth  century,  when  the 
Church  encouraged  people  to  select  a 
Saint  as  a  patron,  that  the  tradition 
changed.  Carefully  hand-cut  "devotion- 
als"  were  created  on  parchment  and  vel¬ 
lum  in  French  monasteries  -  -  their  deli¬ 
cacy  and  beauty  imitated  hand-cro¬ 
cheted  lace,  and  was  the  precursor  of  the 
wonderful  lace  papers  which  followed. 

Virtually  every  artistic  technique  has 
been  employed  in  the  making  of  Valen¬ 
tines,  from  the  simplicity  of  handmade 
drawings  and  puzzles,  theorem  paint¬ 
ings,  or  folded  and  cut  paper,  to  the  arts 
of  woodblock  printing,  engraving,  aqua¬ 
tint,  and  fueled  by  the  dynamism  of  the 
Industrial  revolution,  lithography  and 
chromolithography.  Machines  cre¬ 
ated  cameo-embossed  and 
pierced  lace  designs  which  be¬ 
came  the  background  for  the 
creative  fantasies  of  artisans, 
as  well  as  the  canvas  for  ev¬ 
ery  poet  or  ardent  suitor.  Fre¬ 
quently,  the  Valentine  be¬ 
came  the  respected  vehicle 
for  a  marriage  proposal,

Valentines  are  a  unique  chronicle  of 
one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of 
society  in  England  and  America  during 
the  last  century,  and  provide  a  fascinat¬ 
ing  "window"  through  which  we  may 
study  history  and  customs  by  learning 
about  the  actual  people.  These  tender 
mementoes  offer  an  insight  we  cannot 
glean  from  mere  tests.  Constrained  by 
the  limits  of  commercially  available 
items,  they  often  created  magical  gifts  of 
the  heart.  The  tenderness  and  beauty 
contained  within  each  piece  is  a  special 
treasure  to  cherish.  Despite  the  ad  re¬ 
produced  on  page  five  of  the  October 
Newsletter,  my  research  indicates  that 

coins  were  not  ex¬ 
changed  "before 
valentines 
were  popu¬ 
lar",  but  they 
were  prob¬ 
ably  popular 
at  the  same 
time,  as  en¬ 
graved  "coins 
of  the  realm", 
as  marriage  to¬ 
kens,  or  as  simple  engraved 

planchets. 

"Tokens  of  Affection  "  or  "Tokens  of  Love  ", 
are  the  sentimental  terms  we  have  come 
to  apply  to  all  the  lovely  things  people 
have  given  to  one  another  over  the  cen¬ 
turies  to  express  friendship,  esteem,  rec¬ 
ognition,  merit,  and  especially,  love. 
These  endearing  gifts  could  be  called 
"Valentines"  when  given  near  February 
fourteenth,  the  holiday  commemorat¬ 
ing  the  patron  saint  of  lovers,  but  similar 
tokens  were  often  given  to  dear  ones 
throughout  the  year.  The  poetry  and 
delight  of  the  quest  for  love  was  the 
central  part  of  existence,  that  from  which 
all  else  evolved. 

Among  the  more  interesting  love  to¬ 
kens  are  the  scrimshaw  items  made  by 
nineteenth  century  sailors  on  their  whal¬ 
ing  voyages  -  -  who  could  deny  the  ivory 
corset  busk  as  the  ultimate  love  token  -

The  following  are  examples  of  Love  Tokens,  other  than  coins  sold  by  auction  in  1983.  They  were  part 
ot  the  W.J.  Shepherd  Collection  of  Treen,  London  and  submitted  to  us  by  LTS  member,  Jean  Reisman. 

An  18th  Century  oak  stay  busk*  carved  with  the  name  Mary  Howard  and  the  date  1778  and  the  reverse 
chip-carved  with  flowers  in  a  vase,  a  heart  and  the  date  AD  1751  beneath  the  initials  MH  and  RW. 

*  The  verb  "to  busk"  means  to  dress  or  to  attire.  A  busk  is  a  wood  or  bone  stiffener  for  inserting  in  the  corset  or  corsage.  Highly 
carved  and  decorated  stay  busks  were  made  as  love  tokens  and  worn  or  carried  in  little  pockets  in  the  fronts  of  bodices. 


An  early  19th  Century  Yew  Wood  Love  Spoon  with 
oval  shallow  bowl  and  cluster  column  stem  headed  by  an 
oval  glass  panel  with  the  initials  E.  T.  and 
with  heart-shaped  handle,  9  ins  long. 


An  early  19th  Century  Yew  Wood  Sailor’s  Love  Spoon  with  shallow 
pointed  bowl  and  rope  twist  stem,  the  flat  handle  carved  with  a  ship 
in  full  sail  headed  by  a  fish,  7  1/2  in.  long. 


An  18th/ 19th  Century  large  Sycamore  Love  Spoon  with  shaped 
bowl  and  flat  chip-carved  rectangular  handle  inscribed  Mar¬ 
garet  Thomas,  with  a  curved  bowl  rest,  27  cm.  long.  This 
is  reputed  to  be  the  largest  known  love  spoon.

Queen  Victoria  began  her  reign  in 
1837  and  left  a  profound  influence  on 
"The  Empire".  During  those  years;  she 
produced  many  beautiful  coins  for  her 
colonies. 

It's  generally  accepted  that  Canada 
and  Great  Britain  follow  America  in  the 
number  of  Love  Tokens  produced  and 
no  doubt  Canadians  were 
influenced  by  our  fine  to¬ 
kens  and  coin  jewelry  too. 

While  visiting  in  Montreal 
recently  I  went  to  visit  the 
statue  of  Queen  Victoria.  I 
walked  away  with  a  greater 
appreciation  other  accom¬ 
plishments  and  a  greater 
understanding  of  her  love  token  coin¬ 
age.  .  ' 

You  can  form  a  type  set  if  you'd  like 
and  a  grand  total  of  13  coins  completes 
it.  Expect  a  little  difficulty  with  the  5, 10 
and  20  cent  pieces  of  New  Brunswick. 

All  Victorian  silver  coinage  of  Canada 
was  executed  by  Leonard  C.  Wyon. 
When  examining  all  13  Victorian  ob¬ 
verses,  you  find  a  pleasing  similarity.  I 
have  enjoyed  and  admired  viewing  these 
portraits  of  the  Queen  and  one  can  imag¬ 
ine  how  busy  Mr.  Wyon  kept  executing 
the  dies.  . 

The  5  cent  Canadian  silver  is  easily 
the  most  common,  followed  by  the  dime. 
20  cent  pieces  are  available  but  to  a  lesser 
degree.  25  and  50  cent  pieces  are  com¬ 
mon.  1.5  million  halves  were  produced 
and  they  were  truly  popular.  Also,  you 
find  many  pins  with  initials  and  names. 

A  Newfoundland  2  dollar  gold  love 
token  can  be  obtained  and  over  the  years 
I  have  known  of  only  5  of  which  one  is  in 
my  collection. 


My  collection  is  complete  less  the  5 
and  10  cent  New  Brunswick  pieces.  They 
are  out  there  somewhere,  but  the  fact 
remains  they  are  rare  and  the  key  coins 
tocompleting  a  Canadian  Victorian  type 
set  of  13  coins.  * 

Most  collectors  enj  oy  the  scenics  and 
Canadian  love  tokens  with  names  and 
initials.  It's  seldom  I've  had  the 
opportunity  to  locate 
scenics  -  the  few  I  have  are 
on  5  cent  silvers.  I'll  keep 
looking.  My  dozen  25 
cent  silvers  are  all  initials 
with  many  looped  for 
pocket  watch  chains. 

It  seems  the 
rage  for  coin  collectors  today  is  to  collect 
by  varieties,  overdates  and  double  strik¬ 
ing.  Mind  you  I'm  not  finding  fault,  but 
I  feel  it's  the  last  frontier  in  numismatics 
for  coins. 

And  speaking  of  varieties,  my  finest 
Canadian  Love  Token  is  on  an  1870  with 
L.C.W.  initials  on  the  truncation  of  my 
Queen  Victorian  50  cent  piece.  My 
knowledge  and  good  fortune  to  find  it 
certainly  boosts  and  motivates  me.  I  re¬ 
cently  saw  this  popular  variety  adver¬ 
tised  in  a  Canadian  paper  in  V.F.  with 
rim  damage  for  $3,000.00.  This  love  to¬ 
ken  has  a  working  pin  with  large  over¬ 
lapped  letters  J.  K..  It's  a  pleasure  to  hold 
and  enjoy.  When  it  comes  to  enjoying, 
no  one  has  said  it  better  than  "Mimi 
Bizic"  in  her  superb  essay  on  "Love 
Tokens"  "To  own  a  Love  Token  is  to 
hold  a  key  (and  a  very  special  romantic 
one  at  that),  to  the  past.

There  are  ten  together  with  double  rings  and  four  attached  to  ten 
with  asingle  ring. 

I  have  deduced  that  this  bracelet  probably  came  for  Woodmont,  CT, 
based  on  the  fact  that  I  bought  in  CT.  I  checked  on  the  internet  and  only 
found  two.

"  Never  have  so  many  been  indebted  to  so 
few".  The  phrase  coined  by  Sir  Winston 
Churchill  paid  tribute  to  the  R.  A.  F.  fighter 
pilots  during  Great  Britain's  darkest  hours 
of  World  War  II.  Our  Dennis  Vorley  was 
one  of  the  wartime  fighter  pilots  who 
served  in  Malta.  I  had  never  met  Dennis  in 
person,  we  became  acquainted  by  mail.  His 
letters  to  me  were  always  so  eloquent  that 
I  always  knew  he  was  a  very  special 
gentleman  in  so  many  ways. 

His  numismatic  career  and  hobby  began 
in  1935  and  he  became  extremely  knowl¬ 
edgeable  in  researching  the  numismatic 
items  he  so  astutely  gathered  over  a  60-year 
period. 

Dennis  did  not  really  want  to  part  with  his 
collections,  he  like  myself  became  care¬ 
taker  and  when  it  comes  down  to  the 
bottom  line,  I  have  no  absolute  power  over 
my  collections.  They  possess  me! 

Mr  Vorley  selected  Bonhams  to  auction 
his  collections.  Bonhams  has  superbly 
cataloged  both  sales  which  have  been 
outstanding  informative  references  for  our 
numismatic  libraries.  They  also  remain  as  a 
monument  to  Dennis,  his  wife  Marjorie 
and  the  Vorley  family  in  remembering  how 
Dennis  enjoyed  his  hobby. 

Spring  arrived  rather  quickly  this  year  for 
me,  thanks  to  Bonham's  of  London.  What 
a  great  surprise  when  I  received  the  Vorley 
sale  in  February.  The  catalog  covers  jumped 
out  at  me  in  precise  four  color  lithography. 
Wow!  All  of  his  most  important  enamelled 
coins  are  illustrated.  Every  color  imaginable 
appears  on  the  coins  from  many  nations. 


They  were  breathtaking  then,  and  will 
always  be  to  me!  The  1 13  lots  were  com¬ 
prised  of  about  400  coins  and  I  would  want 
my  collection  catalogued  by  Dan  Fearon  of 
Bonham's  in  the  very  same  manner. 

Beginning  lots  83-137  contained  all 
enamelled  coins  of  Great  Britain  dating 
from  1662  to  1920.  Lot  88.  a  William  III 
Portrait  Crown  of  1695  with  delicately 
painted  enamel  in  several  toned  colors 
brought  $400.  Many  bidding  wars 
occurred  simply  because  these  special  works 
of  art  were  not  leaving  Britain.  The  only 
gold  coin  was  Lot  92,  a  gold  sovereign  of 
George  III  dated  1817.  The  reverse  of  St. 
George  and  dragon,  enamelled  in  many 
colors  and  superb  in  appearance,  fetched 
only  $432.  Of  note,  The  Famous  Queen 
Victoria  Gothic  Crown  of  1 847  appeared  as 
Lot  117  and  was  bid  to  $480.  Its  reverse 
cross  is  white  enamel  with  legends  in  blue, 
various  colors  were  applied  to  its  reverse. 

Lots  121  and  130  were  crowns  of  Queen 
Victoria  one,  thejulibee  Issue  of  1887  and 
the  other  older  style  head  of  1897.  They 
have  magnificent  enamelling  on  both  sides 
of  each  coin  and  wonderfully  flushed  cheeks 
according  to  the  catalogue.  Each  fetched 
an  average  of  $265,  a  small  price  for  such 
beauty.  Lot  1 37  was  a  George  V  Halfcrown 
of  1918.  Pale  red  and  blue  enamel  were 
applied  to  a  white  background  in  a  glazed 
mounting.  The  reverse  had  a  locket  with  a 
photograph  of  a  young  beautiful  bride. 
This  choice  prize  brought  only  $208.

Center  stage  of  the  Dennis  Vorley 
Collection  was  an  amazing  matched  set  of 
enamelled  coin  jewelry.  Where  he 
obtained  this  prize  I'll  never  know,  but  it 
had  to  be  one  of  his  finest  hours  when  it 
came  into  his  possession.  The  necklace 
was  formed  by  the  reverses  of  3  crowns.  2 
half  crowns,  4  shillings  and  2  sixpence. 
The  coins  were  all  interlaced  with  stars  and 
rosettes.  All  the  coins  were  dated  from 
1 664  to  1 745.  The  pendant  was  a  crown  of 
1681,  the  brooch  a  1707  half  crown  and 
the  screw  fitted  earrings  were  sixpence. 
This  set  was  in  a  fitted  velvet  lined  leather 
case  and  was  probably  designed  for  use 
when  the  lady  had  an  appointment  with 
the  King  or  Queen.  This  magnificent  set. 
the  highlight  of  this  sale,  brought  $2,880. 

Many  impressive  enamelled  world  coins 
were  to  be  had  as  well  and  Lots  145  and 
1 96  contained  many  prizes.  3 1  nations  are 
represented. 

Lots  149-151  were  the  famous  Burma 
Peacock  Rupees.  The  peacocks  were  all 
multicolored  with  backgrounds  in  pink  and 
light  blue.  Some  were  pins,  others  were 
mounted  brooches.  The  7  enamelled  coins 
fetched  $1,328. 

Three  coins  greatly  admired  by  Dennis 
were  his  handpainted  Ecuadorian  land¬ 
scapes.  The  first  and  second  have 
snowcapped  mountains  and  sheep  on  a 
wooded  road.  The  third  showed  peasants 
by  a  thached  hut.  This  superb  group 
brought  $640.  and  I  believe  it  is  unique. 

I  always  enjoyed  Alfonso  XIII  Baby  Head 
Crowns  and  I'm  sure  the  only  extent 
example  appeared  as  Lot  190.  The  legend 
around  the  face  of  the  crown  in  blue  facial 
tones  are  superb  and  his  hair  is  coal  black. 
$288  was  required  to  own  this  prize.  The 
buyers  fees  are  not  included  on  all  lots 
mentioned. 

A  dozen  American  coins  represented  the 
final  Lots  193-196.  Many  Morgan  dollars 
are  available  for  collectors.  Enamelled 
dollars  are  extremely  desirable  and  rare, 
providing  it  is  the  old  style  of  enamelling. 
Dennis  Vorley  had  three  in  his  collection. 


The  first,  a  beautifully  engraved  and 
enamelled  red  fox  attacking  a  white  rabbit 
with  green  vegation,  a  superb  piece  which 
brought  only  $368.  Lot  194  was  two 
brooches  mounted  eagle  reverse  Morgan 
dollars  to  which  5  colors  were  applied.  The 
legends  were  light  and  dark  blue  respec¬ 
tively.  Brown  and  black  breast  feathers  and 
both  pieces  also  have  gold  arrows  held  by 
the  eagle's  claws. 

Finally  Lot  195  contained  an  outstanding 
multicolored  I860  Liberty  seated  half 
dollar.  Lady  Liberty  is  in  blue  with  a  red  and 
white  shield.  The  date  and  stars  are  also 
blue.  Most  unusual  were  the  two  multi¬ 
colored  hat  pins  on  seated  dimes. 


A  matched  Liberty  seated  Quarter  and  half, 
both  multi-colored  were  also  included.  The 
entire  lot  went  for  $512. 

The  Dennis  Vorley  collection  of  Love 
Tokens  and  Enamelled  Coins  have  been 
dispersed  and  many  new  homes  have  been 
found  to  house  these  magnificent  items. 

I  try  to  imagine  how  the  1 930's  must  have 
been  for  a  collector  like  Dennis  Vorley. 
Times  were  difficult  and  few  people 
collected  then.  With  Dennis,  I  know,  it  was 
simply  a  labor  of  love!

Almost  any  article  can  be  made  to  serve  as  a 
token  of  love,  especially  anything  made  by  a 
lover  for  a  loved  one.  and  the  longer  the  time 
spent  upon  the  making,  by  so  much  more,  it 
was  hoped,  would  the  value  of  the  gift  be 
enhanced.  Amongst  such  offerings,  coins, 
altered  in  shape  or  re-engraven,  form  an  inter¬ 
esting  branch,  if  not  strictly  speaking,  of  numis¬ 
matics.  yet  certainly  of  English  folklore,  and 
they  conjure  up  pictures  of  simple,  domestic 
life,  chiefly,  though  by  no  means  wholly,  of 
days  one  hundred  or  two  hundred  years  ago. 

'-Oins.  bent  or  broken,  have  probably  a  much 
earlier  history,  but  for  many  years  a  bent  coin 
was  commonly  given  by  lovers  to  each  other. 
Sixpences,  because  they  were  frequently  used, 
came  to  be  called  "benders" ,  and  coins  with  or 
without  any  heed  being  paid  to  the  date,  were 
"bent"  or  "bowed"  in  such  a  way  as  to  convey, 
maintain  and  stimulate  love,  and  yet  could  be 
carried  safely  in  the  purse  or  pocket,  without 
fear  of  being  spent. 

Such  a  coin  would  become  a  token  to  bring 
to  the  imagination  of  the  owner  just  what  was 
desired,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  the  idea 
and  the  hope  of  belonging  to  another. 

Broken  coins  also  were  treasured  by  lovers,  in 
the  hope  that  when  the  two  parts  could  be 
brought  together,  the  owners  might  be  joined 
in  wedlock. 


The  Poet  Gay  satirizes  this  in  a  farce,  entitled 
WhatD'veCall  It.  played  at  Drury  Lane  in  1715. 
In  the  scene  in  which  Kitty  and  Filbert  figure, 
the  latter  says: 

"Yet,  justice,  permit  us  ere  we  part 

To  break  this  ninepence  as  you've  broke  our 

heart." 

Then,  breaking  the  coin  he  exclaimed: 

"As  this  divides,  thus  are  we  torn  in  twain." 
But  Kitty,  taking  the  pieces  and  joining  them 
together  adds.  And  as  this  meets,  thus  may  we 
meet  again." 

i  nC  urea  rang  of  coins  upon  bcuotha!  is 

mentioned  in  The  Origins  of  Popular  Super¬ 
stitions  by  T.  Sharper  Knowlson:  "Prior  to  the 
custom  of  the  exchange  of  rings  between 
betrothed  persons,  it  was  accounted  sufficient 
if  the  contracting  partico  broke  a  piece  of  gold 
or  silver  (each  keeping  a  half)  and  drank  a  glass 
of  wine. 

And  in. an  old  play  entitled  The  Vow  Breaker. 
1636,  Young  Bateman  says  to  Anne:  "Here  is 
a  piece  of  gold,  'tis  but  a  little  one.  Yet  big 
enough  to  try  and  seale  a  knot,  a  jugall  knot  on 
earth,  to  which  high  Heaven,  noweries  Amen...'" 
After  his  return  from  the  Wars  Bateman  finds 
that  Anne's  father  has  induced  her  to  marry 
another,  he  kills  himself,  and  later  Anne,  upon 
seeing  his  ghost,  exclaims,  "It  stares,  beckons, 
points  to  the  piece  of  gold  we  broke  between 
us,  looke,  looke  there.  looke  there." 

Half  a  gold  piece  was  given  to  Kind  Charles 
I  by  Queen  Henrietta  when  they  parted. 

A  coin  given  upon  betrothal  is  a  very  ancient 
and,  with  variations  almost  a  universal  custom. 
The  gift  was  regarded  as  a  symbol  signifying  an 
agreement,  just  as  money  paid  in  advance  - 
"the  earnest  penny"  and  secures  to  the  giver 
the  right  of  purchase  in  business.

by  Rev.  R.  W.H.  Ackworth  from  Pa8e  1 

In  one  part  of  Africa  a  man  who  seeks  to  make 
a  woman  his  wife  will  offer  her  some  small  gift- 
usually  a  penny.  If  the  offer  is  rejected,  then  he 
knows  that  his  suit  is  unacceptable.  In  another 
part,  a  small  coin,  worth  about  sixpence,  or 
some  equivalent,  will  be  given  by  the  bride¬ 
groom  to  his  bride  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
marriage  barter  by  lobols.  This  coin  is  regarded 
as  a  token. 

In  addition  to  coins,  bent,  bowed,  rimmed 
and  holed,  mention  must  be  made  of  coins, 
altered  and  shaped,  and  made  up  into  small 
objects  suggestive  of  the  love  of  the  maker,  and 
of  the  home  to  come. 

Heart-shaped  pieces,  made  out  of  the  old 
copper  two-penny  and  penny  pieces,  a  silver 
Spanish  dollar  shaped  a  drinking  cup,  a  penny 
made  into  a  kettle,  and  quite  a  number  of  hats- 
three  cornered  or  shaped  like  a  coolie's  hat  or 
skull  cap-  evidently  intended  and  given  as 
tokens  of  respect  and  courtesy,  while  into  some 
coins  a  piece  of  coloured  glass  was  inserted,  a 
symbol  of  a  rarer  gift  that  the  donor  would  fain 
to  make  to  the  lady  of  his  love. 

Coins  with  inscriptions  upon  them  and 
designs,  most  diverse  as  might  be  expected,  aie 
very  common  and  yet  each  one  interesting. 
Any  coin  could  be  used  for  such  a  purpose- 
gold.  silver,  copper,  but  the  greater  number  that 
have  survived  are  copper  pennies  and  half 
pennies.  In  many  only  one  side  of  the  coin  has 
been  erased,  and  in  as  many  again,  both  sides 
are  covered  with  designs  or  inscriptions, 

Some  of  these  tokens  are  the  workmanship  of 
practised  artists,  many  are  very  crudely  made 
but  in  a  way  are  more  valuable-  often  the 
inscription  is  executed  in  a  most  elaborate  and 
tedious  way  known  as  "  pin-hole  work” .  This  is 
done  by  innumerable  small  holes  punched  by 
a  sharp  instrument.  In  some  cases  twenty  to 
thirty  pinpricks  are  required  to  imprint  a  single 
letter  of  the  alphabet.  Such  care  was  taken  to 
j  create  a  favourable  impression. 

Sailors,  soldiers  and  travellers  appear  to  have 
•  made  many  tokens,  as  duty  would  taken  them 
away  from  their  loved  ones-  and  in  many  cases 
for  long  periods  of  time.  Designs  of  ships  are 
common,  also  inscriptions  asking  for  remem¬ 
brance.  • 

On  a  halfpenny  is  engraved  a  vessel  of  the 
Nelson  period  with  a  plant  in  a  pot  on  the 
reverse  side-  probably  rosemary  for  remem¬ 
brance.  Another  is  inscribed.  "Our  ship  she 
sales  with  wind  and  tyde  but  now  at  anchor 


safe  does  ride."  On  the  reverse  the  ship  and 
two  hearts  transfixed  with  Cupid's  arrows-  a 
dove  above.  A  much  later  token  is  that  of  a 
battleship-  the  period  of  the  Great  War- 
"  Maurice  to  Alice"  on  the  reverse. 

Some  of  the  inscriptions  are  quite  long  and 
touching-  "Dear  Jane  when  this  you  see 
remember  me  when  I  am  far  away  from  thee 
Feb  JO  JC".  The  donor  adds  on  the  other  side 
of  the  copper  twopenny  piece,  "1840  Dear 
Jane  when  this  I  wrote  my  heart  did  ache 
so  keep  this  token  for  my  wake.  W.  Edwards 
Age  2.1."  It  would  seem  that  Jane  and  William 
had  for  some  reason  been  parted  from  each 
other-. for  an  indefinite  time. 

Another  lover,  under  a  cloud,  engraved  with 
pin-pricks-  "When  this  you  see  remember  me 
let  all  the  World  say  that  they  will  speak  of  me 
as  you  find  GG." 

On  another  token  a  boy  of  21  sends  to  his 
Martha  aged  18  "a  token  of  love".  "A  heart 
transfixed  by  two  arrows"  and  this  sentiment: 
"The  gloomy  month  December  shall  belight 
the  flowers  of  May.  E're  I  cease  to  remember 
my  Love  when  far  away.  April  1829.". 

Similar  messages  were  inscribed  by  men 
imprisoned  for  debt-  these  perhaps  should 
more  properly  be  classed  as  gaol  .tokens-  and 
by  men  transported  to  Lne  Dominions  over- 
seas. 

The  token  of  G.  Abbott  to  S.  Smith  bears  this 
inscription  on  the  obverse  side  of  the  coin- 
"Geo.  Abbott  respited  the  14th  of  March 
1 827"  and  on  the  reverse:  "When  this  you  see 
think  of  me  when  I  am  far  away  The  gift  is  small 
but  love  is  all.  G.  Abbott  to  S.  Smith." 
'Soldier  tokens  appear  to  be  fewer  in  number, 
but  are  quite  as  interesting.  A  Queen  Anne 
Halfcrown  (1707)  has  three  initials  engraven 
upon  it:  MGH  and  a  sword.  Maybe  the  donor 
was  going  on  active  service.  Such  a  gift  recalls 
the  words  of  Lovelace  the  Cavalier  to  Lucasta: 
"I  could  not  love  thee  dear  so  much 
Loved  I  not  honour  more." 

A  George  III  Penny  of  1 797  has  on  the  reverse 
the  rather  stiff  figure  of  an  officer  and  the  date 
1798,  "Joseph  C  (?)  and  Sarah  Russell". 

A  still  more  pleasing  specimen  is  that  which 
shows  a  soldier  of  the  time  of  the  Peninsular 
War  standing  with  his  musket,  erect  by  a  tree- 
"JC"  and  on  the  reverse  "Sophia  Jinks  aged  18 
1831"  as  she  is  walking  from  the  paddock 
towards  her  cottage  home  feeding  chickens  as 
she  goes. 


A  bricklayer  who  styled  himself  Esquire  offers 
his  lady  love  a  most  flattering  inscription. 
"Thou  the  beauty  of  thy  Native  land  accept  this 
present  from  thy  lover's  hand." 

A  shoemaker  of  Edinburgh  ( 1 780)  declared.  " 
My  heart  is  true  to  none  butyou"  and.  "May  we 
have  in  our  arms  whom  we  love  in  our  hearts." 
Mottoes  were  frequently  made  use  of:  "Virtue 
is  the  greatest  beauty" ,  and  "  Love  me  as  true  as 
I  love  you." 

Two  curious  inscriptions  occur  on  copper 
halfpennies:  I-  "Sweet  Innocence  I  pray  thee 
take  this  trifling  piece  and  keep  it  for  my  sake- 
Robt  Nunn  to  Nancy  Baynes"  and  on  the 
reverse:  "I  hope  the  hart  that  now  is  free  will 
think  of  that  witch  pants  for  liberty." 

2-  A  monogram  OB  has  on  the  reverse  side: 
"I  swear  by  chaste  Diana  and  I  will  be  in  sacred 
wedlock  ever  join'd  to  thee."  A  strange  mixture 
of  ideas. 

More  common  than  all  else  are  designs  of 
hearts,  single  or  two  side  by  side-  sometimes 
with  lover's  knots.  One  token  has  a  heart 
surrounded  by  nine  arrows,  only  one  of  which 
pierces  it,  and  beneath  are  the  words,  "Wounded 
by  but  one." 

Houses,  birds,  flowers,  and  animals  appear  on 
some  of  the  tokens,  portraits  of  the  lover  or 
ioved  one,  men  and  women  aressed  in  the 
costume  of  the  period.  Others  have  just  the 
name  surrounded  by  ivy.  many  more  only 
initials  yet  sufficient  for  their  purpose,  while 
others  show  their  feelings:  "My  heart  is  fix'd  it 
cannot  range  I  love  my  choice  too  well  to 
change." 

Very  simple  and  direct  was  the  happiness  of 
one  R.y.  in  1734:  "Dear  Molly  Stone  is  all  my 
own  Thou  are  mine  and  I  am  thine."  While 
more  direct-  RK  in  1 785-  within  two  wreaths:  "I 
Love  you." 

There  are  not  many  collections  of  these 
interesting  pieces.  Some  two  to  three  hundred 
are  in  the  Hull  Museum  which  contains  two 
gold  pieces  and  a  silver  bracelet  with  eight  silver 
coins  amongst  the  number,  also  a  Wedding 
token. 

One  marriage  piece  has  engraved  on  one  side: 
"Love  is  power  that  rules  with  sovereign  sway- 
And  Forces  all  mankind  His  laws  to  obey."  -  and 
oh  the  other  side.  "Now  in  the  bonds  of 
wedlock  we  are  tied  May  passion  ne’r  persuade 
but  reason  guide." 

Customs  change  with  passing  years-  Lovers 
will  always  find  a  way  to  show  their  love-  but 
these  relics  of  the  past  tell  of  days  when  life  was 
more  simple,  and  when  such  coins  are  found 
they  are  worth  preserving.

Love  letters  in  the  sand. 

All  the  world  loves  a  love  story. 

How  many  such  sayings  do  you  remember? 
What  nas  this  to  do  with  numismatics- 
especially  exonumia?  Listen  a  while  and  I'll  try 
to  explain  it  to  you. 

Many  years  ago  when  the  budget  was  really 
short,  I  began  collecting  things  I  could  afford- 
mainly  items  rejected  by  the  purist-  collectors. 
In  that  day  long  ago  no  one  collected  love 
tokens;  they  were  just  mutilated  coins  of  no 
value.  For  several  years  I  had  a  field  day 
collecting  many  different  initials,  scenes  and 
types  of  coins.  In  time  I  even  wrote  a  couple  of 
articles  and  gave  talks  with  slides  3t  the  area 
clubs.  It  sure  was  a  lot  of  fun  and  also  quite  an 
ego  builder. 

One  day  while  scrounging  in  a  junk  box,  I 
came  across  this  most  unusual  1860-S  Seated 
Liberty  half  dollar.  Being  so  different  and  priced 
right,  I  naturally  bought  it.  Since  I  couldn't  read 
Chinese  it  rested  on  my  desk  for  a  couple  of 
years.  One  Saturday,  while  talking  across  my 
back  fence  with  my  neighbor  Buddy  Dean,  we 
entered  into  a  discussion  of  jobs  and  the 
necessity  of  working  for  a  living.  I  learned  that 
Buddy  hated  his  job  with  thell.S.  Government; 
he  spent  all  day  matching  Chinese  characters- 
not  knowing  what  they  meant-  just  matching 
one  document  to  another.  I  . showed  the  half 
dollar  to  Buddy.  No,  he  couldn't  read  it,  but  did 
say  he  would  take  it  to  work  and  show  it  to  a 
friend  thqre  who  was  of  Chinese  ancestry; 
perhaps  he  could  translate  it. 

This  was  his  translation  for  the  four  lines  of 
seven  characters  each; 

1)  "This  thing,  although  small,  means  a  great 
deal" 

2)  "Don't  forget  me  when  you  meet  another 
girl” 

3)  "Remember  me  faraway  when  you  see  this" 

4)  "Seeing  this  should  remind  you  that  we  meet 
again” 


An  Unusual  Love  Token 

I  thanked  Buddy  for  his  help,  added  the  token 
to  my  collection,  and  really  didn't  think  more 
about  it  for  12-14  years.  Recently  this  item  has 
kept  coming  back  to  nag  me.  After  39  years  of 
marriage  am  I  becoming  mellow?  Does 
romance  mean  more  now  than  ever  before? 

Did  the  marriage  of  my  children  trigger  the 
subconscious  and  cause  me  to  think  again 
about  the  token  found  long  ago? 

So  in  reading  the  inscription  again  I  saw  a 
great  deal  more  than  I  saw  years  ago.  It's 
obvious  to  me  that  this  young  couple  knew 
long  before  the  token  was  given  that  he  was  to 
go  away.  Why?  Did  business  call?  Was  his 
family  moving  to  another  province?  Was  it 
related  to  the  military  service?  Whatever  the 
reason,  he  was  leaving!  Can  you  picture  the 
many  days  and  nights  before  he  left-  the  talk  of 
the  future-  the  expressions  of  undying  love  one 
for  the  other-  the  promises  to  wait  for-  each 
other  no  matter  how  long?  Sometime  during 
the  last  weeks  or  months  the  young  lady  had 
this  token  made  and  probably  presented  it  on 
their  last  night  together-  very  tearfully  and 
lovingly.

Magical  Amulets  and  Chanms  Wene 
Used  as  Cunrtency  of  the  Realm 


Years  ago  in  the  make-believe  kingdom  of 
love,  coins  were  the  currency  ©f  the  realm. 

As  early  as  the  15th  centuiy  English  coins 
were  used  as  magical  amulets  and  charms. 
These  coins,  believed  to  have  special  powers, 
were  bent  twice  so  no  one  would  accidentally 
use  them  as  money.  Such  coins,  called  benders, 
were  often  given  to  young  ladies  to  cha  rm  them 
into  love.  Midwives,  too,  carried  benders  as 
good  luck  pieces  while  delivering  babies. 

Coins  were  the  original  wedding  bands.  In 
most  marriage  ceremonies,  a  coin  would  be 
broken  in  half  with  one  piece  going  to  the  bride 
and  another  to  the  groom.  In  Hater  years  coins 
of  a  different  sort  were  used  to  show  love. 
Englishmen  would  burnish  the  reverse  of  a  half¬ 
penny  until  it  was  smooth  and  then  engrave  the 
initials  of  their  true  love  on  this  blank.  The  coin 
would  then  be  presented  to  the  lady  as  a  token 
of  love. 

These  love  tokens,  as  they  are  called,  were 
popular  among  sailors.  There  is  rampant  specu¬ 
lation  that  more  than  one  per  sailor  was 
distributed  among  many  ports  of  call. 

The  idea  of  love  tokens  appeared  in  America 
after  the  Civil  War  and  reached  its  greatest 
popularity  between  1876  and  1893.  The  most 


common  coin  used  was  the  dime.  The  silver 
content  made  it  workable. 

In  a  time  when  the  average  daily  wage  was 
about  50  cents,  the  dime  was  still  affordable  to 
many.  But  love  tokens  can  be  found  using  just 
about  every  conceivable  coin  from  Colonial 
coins  to  modern  quarters.  The  higher  denomi¬ 
nation  coins,  like  the  $20  gold  piece,  are  rare  as 
are  nickels  because  the  metal  is  too  hard  to 
work. 

The  most  common  method  of  initialling  coins 
was  with  a  steel  pin  to  punch  small  holes  in  the 
blank  side.  A  string  of  20  or  more  holes  could 
make  one  initial.  Wealthier  lovers  took  their 
coins  to  a  jeweler  or  watchmaker  for  ornate 
engraving.  Some  even  had  the  coins  enameled. 
The  most  elaborate  tokens  have  different 
colored  gold  wires  embedded  in  gold  coins. 

Love  token  designs  quickly  became  more 
elaborate  with  initials  giving  way  to  scenes  of 
local  landmarks  and  to  merchant  ads.  Some 
tokens  were  personalized-  one  from  a  love- 
struck  butcher  has  knives  and  pigs  on  one  side, 
while  another  shows  a  coffin,  an  empty  liauor 
bottle  and  the  phrase  "Damn  the  evil  spirits". 
The  designs  eventually  appeared  on  both  sides 
of  the  coin. 


Journeymen  engravers  traveling  from  town  to 
town,  engraved  love  tokens  in  each  new  locale. 
And  from  the  Centennial  Exposition  in  1876. 
came  love  tokens  in  droves. 

By  the  turn  of  the  century,  love  tokens  were 
a  rage  and  the  demand  for  dimes  increased  to 
a  point  that  a  dime  shortage  was  declared.  In 
1909,  Congress  reacted  and  passed  a  law 
prohibiting  the  mutilation  of  coins-  in  the  name 
of  love  or  anything  else. 

But  the  tradition  continued  until  recently  and 
there  are  examples  of  coins  from  World  war  II, 
which  were  used  as  love  tokens  and  as  identi¬ 
fication  tags.  . 

Today  love  tokens  are  collected  by  a  small  but 
growing  number  of  enthusiasts.  The  tokens 
can  often  be  purchased  for  under  $  1 0.  There  is 
even  a  Love  Token  Society. 

Some  collectors  seek  a  group  of  names  while 
others  look  for  just  one  name  or  set  of  initials. 
Other  collectors  try  to  match  a  scene  engraved 
on  the  token  with  the  real-life  location.  Others 
just  like  to  collect  something  romantic.

Link  Between  Love  and 
Coins  Still  Exists

In  the  First  Epistle  of  Paul"  to  Timothy  we 
are  told  that,  "the  love  of  money  is  the  root 
of  all  evil." 

In  Chansons  Nationales  et  Populaires  de 
France  we  read:  "It's  love,  it's  love  that 
makes  the  world  go  round." 

A  popular  song  of  this  century  reveals  that, 
"Money  makes  the  world  go  round." 

Hearing  in  conversation  the  other  day  that 
money  was  round  so  that  it  went  round-  i.e. 
facilitated  spending-  set  me  pondering  of  the 
relationship  that  exists  or  existed  between 
love  and  coins. 

Quite  surprisingly  research  was  not  in  vain. 
One  Victorian  tome  revealed  that: 

"On  All-Hallows  Eve  Derbyshire  girls  put  a 
sprig  of  rosemary  and  a  crooked  sixpence 
under  their  pillows  in  order  that  they  may 
dream  of  their  future  husbands." 

Books  on  folklore  cited  numerous  examples 
of  crooked,  bent  or  bowed  coins  being  given 


Spence's,  a  London  dealer  in  coins, 
issued  numerous  tokens  in  the  18th 
century  in  Middlesex.  One  penny-size 
token  reads  on  the  obverse  A  TRUE 
HEARTED  SAILOR  and  on  the  reverse, 
with  anchor  between  two  blue  hearts. 
WHEN  YOU  SEE  THIS  REMEMBER  ME. 
Several  edge  varieties  of  the  tokens  are 
known. 


at  betrothals  as  love  tokens.  Could  this 
possibly  explain  those  bent  coins  that 
collectors  are  far  from  happy  to  see?  One 
friend  of  the  present  writer  spent  many  years 
considering  how  a  particularly  fine  and  rare, 
but  unfortunately  bent,  gold  piece  may  be 
straightened.  Needless  to  say,  he  decided  it 
was  impossible. 

Why  our  ancestors  had  this  fad  about  bent 
coins  cannot  be  answered  with  any  cer¬ 
tainty.  Quite  possibly  to  preserve  the 
amuletic  property  of  the  piece,  it  was 
defaced  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  being  placed 
into  circulation. 

The  will  of  a  gentleman,  who  would  appear 
to  be  an  early  16th  century  "Cassanova- 
type,"  certainly  causes  one  to  wonder  if  his 
exploits,  which  are  alas  unknown,  would  not 
have  made  a  certain  box-office  hit: 

"I  bequeath  him  my  rope  of  bowed  nobles, 
containing  ccc  angles."  (Will  of  Sir  Edward 
Howard,  1512). 

With  300  gold  love  tokens  to  his  credit,  I 
doubt  whether  Sir  Edward  wore  them  as  a 
chain  of  office:  it  would  surely  have  cramped 
his  style. 

For  those  who  led  less  complicated  lives 
and  had  but  one  lover  or  even,  dare  I 
suggest,  two,  then  the  coin,  pierced  and 
possibly  also  bowed  wpuld  be  worn  around 
the  neck  of  the  receiver.  Where  distance 
may  possibly  have  parted  the  lovers  for  long 
periods,  then  it  was  known  for  the  love 
token  to  be  halved  and  a  piece  retained  by 
each  party  as  a  talisman.  Sailors  in  the  days 
of  old  were  known  to  wear  half  a  coin  as  a 
pierced  ear-ring  for  protection  against 
drowning.

Link  Between  Love  and 
Coins  Still  Exists 

continued  from  page  I 

Worn  coins  (particularly  halfpennies)  of 
the  period  1760-1800,  were  frequently 
engraved  with  a  name,  a  monogram,  two 
names  or  a  fanciful  design  such  as  a  love 
knot  or  Cupid's  arrow,  etc.  Although  the 
coins  are  of  the  18th  century,  it  does  not 
mean  that  the  pieces  are  necessarily  18th 
century  love  tokens;  most  likely  they  related 
to  the  next  century.  For  example,  there  is  the 
plaintive  flat  disc,  previously  a  coin,  which 
bears  the  heartbreaking  inscription: 

Obverse;  "Peter  Hart  aged  22,  1833; 
Transported  for  7  years  August  1833" 

Reverse:  "When  this  you  see  Remember 
me  and  bear  me  in  your  mind  Let  all  the 
world  say  what  they  will  Don't  prove  to  me 
unkind." 

Whether  Peter  was  reunited  with  his 
sweetheart,  seven  years  on.  is  not  known. 
However,  the  scratched  quality  of  the 
engraving,  linked  with  the  circumstances, 
suggests  that  love-sick  Peter  worked  away 
while  in  some  stinking  dark  cell;  maybe  he 
did  not  even  survive  the  voyage. 

The  Chinese,  according  to  one  source, 
placed  several  sets  of  five  coins,  of  different 
Emperors,  under  the  bed  of  newly  married 
couples.  Unfortunately  I  cannot  ascertain 
why  and  I  will  leave  this  to  the  reader's 
imagination.  Omnia  munda  mundis. 

It  is  time  to  move  away  from  romance  and 
pure  love  and  to  turn  our  attention,  albeit 
briefly,  to  the  carnal  desires  of  man. 

Joseph  Addison  wrote  an  essay  called: 

"The  Adventures  of  a  Shilling"  in  which  an 
animated  shilling  tells  of  a  recruiting  sergeant 
who... 

"sacrificed  me  to  his  pleasures,  and  made 
use  of  me  to  seduce  a  milkmaid.  This  wench 
bent  me  and  gave  me  to  her  sweetheart 
applying  more  properly  than  she  intended 
the  usual  form  of  "To  my  love  and  from  my 
love." 

Now  I  turn  to  those  Chinese  again. 

Chinese  trade  tokens  are  rare  and  there  is 
little  published  on  the  subject.  Even  rarer  are 
tokens  issued  by  the  "Sing-Song"  houses  or 
brothels.  The  custom  centered  around 
Soochow  and  Hangchow  and  those  patrons 
having  an  account  with  the  establishment 
were  issued  with  these  pieces.  They  would 
be  used  to  pay  those  who  escorted  the  client 


to  the  house  and  looked  after  him  while  he 
was  there.  Only  the  Chinese  could  devise 
such  a  system! 

Alas,  love  tokens  in  the  true  form  of  coins 
no  longer  play  the  same  role  in  betrothals 
and  I  seriouosly  doubt  if  "Sing-Song"  house 
tokens  still  exist.  However,  you  must  excuse 
me  now;  I  have  a  coin  to  bend  before  I 
depart  for  the  evening.  Love  is  an  antic 
thing. 


Letter  to  the  Editor  -  report  on  NENA  Conference

prices  were  discussed  as  were  suggestions  on  what  one  should  or  should  not  pay  for 
love  tokens.

Years  ago  in  the  make-believe  kingdom  of 
love,  coins  were  the  currency  of  the  realm. 

As  early  as  the  15th  century  English  coins 
were  used  as  magical  amulets  and  charms. 
These  coins,  believed  to  have  special  powers, 
were  bent  twice  so  no  one  would  accidentally 
use  them  as  money.  Such  coins,  called  benders, 
were  often  given  to  young  ladies  to  charm  them 
into  love.  Midwives,  too,  carried  benders  as 
good  luck  pieces  while  delivering  babies. 

Coins  were  the  original  wedding  bands.  In 
most  marriage  ceremonies,  a  coin  would  be 
broken  in  half  with  one  piece  going  to  the  bride 
and  another  to  the  groom.  In  later  years  coins 
of  a  different  sort  were  used  to  show  love. 
Englishmen  would  burnish  the  reverse  of  a  half¬ 
penny  until  it  was  smooth  and  then  engrave  the 
initials  of  their  true  love  on  this  blank.  The  coin 
would  then  be  presented  to  the  lady  as  a  token 
of  love. 

These  love  tokens,  as  they  are  called,  were 
popular  among  sailors.  There  is  rampantspecu- 
lation  that  more  than  one  per  sailor  was 
distributed  among  many  ports  of  call. 

The  idea  of  love  tokens  appeared  in  America 
after  the  Civil  War  and  reached  its  greatest 
popularity  between  1876  and  1893.  The  most 
common  coin  used  was  the  dime.  The  silver 
content  made  it  workable. 

In  a  time  when  the  average  daily  wage  was 
about  50  cents,  the  dime  was  still  affordable  to 
many.  But  love  tokens  can  be  found  using  just 
about  every  conceivable  coin  from  Colonial 
coins  to  modern  quarters.  The  higher  denomi¬ 
nation  coins,  like  the  $20  gold  piece,  are  rare  as 
are  nickels  because  the  metal  is  too  hard  to 
work. 

The  most  common  method  of  initialling 
coins  was  with  a  steel  pin  to  punch  small  holes 


in  the  blank  side.  A  string  of  20  or  more  holes 
could  make  one  initial.  Wealthier  lovers  took 
their  coins  to  a  jeweler  or  watchmaker  for 
ornate  engraving.  Some  even  had  the  coins 
enamelled.  The  most  elaborate  tokens  have 
different  colored  gold  wires  embedded  in  gold 
coins. 

Love  token  designs  quickly  became  more 
elaborate  with  initials  giving  way  to  scenes  of 
local  landmarks  and  to  mercahnt's  advertise¬ 
ments.  Some  tokens  were  personalized-  one 
from  a  love-struck  butcher  has  knives  and  pigs 
on  one  side,  while  another  shows  a  coffin,  an 
empty  liquor  bottle  and  the  phrase,  "  Damn  the 
evil  spirits."  The  designs  eventually  appeared 
on  both  sides  of  the  coin. 

Journeymen  engravers  traveling  from  town 
to  town,  engraved  love  tokens  in  each  new 
locale.  And  from  the  Centennial  Exposition  in 
1876.  came  love  tokens  in  droves. 

By  the  turn  of  the  century,  love  tokens  were 
a  rage  and  the  demand  for  dimes  increased  to 
the  point  that  a  dime  shortage  was  declared.  In 
1909.  Congress  reacted  and  passed  a  law 
prohibiting  the  mutilation  of  coins-  in  the  name 
of  love  or  anything  else. 

But  the  tradition  continued  until  recently  and 
there  are  examples  of  coins  from  World  war  II. 
which  were  used  as  love  tokens  and  as  identi¬ 
fication  tags. 

Today  love  tokens  are  collected  by  a  small 
but  growing  number  of  enthusiasts.  The  tokens 
can  often  be  purchased  for  under  $  1 0.  There  is 
even  a  Love  Token  Society. 

Some  collectors  seek  a  group  of  names  while 
others  look  for  just  one  name  or  set  of  initials. 
Other  collectors  try  to  match  a  scene  engraved 
on  the  token  with  the  real-life  location.  Others 
just  like  to  collect  something  romantic. 


Engraved  Coins:  Vandalism  or  Art? 


I  have  come  to  wonder  if  this  curious  piece 
reproduced  here  (Figure  I )  might  not  in  fact  be 
a  love  token  of  sorts.  Two  puzzling  things 
about  it  are  a)  the  "arrow"  on  the  letter  R,  and 
b)  the  small  T  below  the  other  letters.  It's  a 
pretty  wild  hypothesis.  I  know,  but  might  not 
the  arrow  be  Cupid’s,  signifying  IR's  amorous 
designs  on  EL.  the  T  below  signifying  "True"? 
The  equivalent  for  today's  love-lorn  teenager 
would  be  to  carve  into  a  tree-  or,  more  likely 
these  days,  to  spray-paint  onto  a  wall-  "IR  =  EL, 
True"! 

The  parallels  between  engraved  coins  of  the 
18th  and  19th  centuries  and  modern  graffiti  are 
quite  interesting,  for  we  can  ask  of  both:  is  it 
vandalism  or  art?  It  depends  both  on  the  nature 
of  the  graffiti  and  your  own  point  of  view,  of 
course. 


Figure  2  reproduces  a  George  II  shilling  of 
1745  from  which  the  obverse  legend  has  been 
skillfully  removed,  and  in  its  place  engraved, 
very  neatly,  the  inscription,  "JAMES  WHIT¬ 
ING,  BORN  DEC  26.  1800."  There  is  art  in  this 
piece,  I  think,  as  there  is  in  Figure  3,  a  silver 
three  penny  piece  of  Queen  Victoria  dated 
1873,  from  which  the  Queen's  head  has  been 
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removed  (not  an  unknown  event  in  English 
history,  of  course,  particularly  during  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII!)  and  in  its  place  engraved  the 
initials  LL  in  old-fashioned  cursive  script.  (Just 
possibly  the  letters  are  SS.  but  LL  seems  more 
likely.)  The  elaborate  flowery  design  suggests 
that  LL  was  a  young  lady,  who  clearly  wore  this 
as  a  pendant.

But  what  of  Figure  4,  a  Cartwheel  Penny  of 
1797,  hammered  almost  smooth  to  make  way 
for  the  boldly  incised  legends, 
"JOHN*WATSON***BORN*MAY* 
20*1818",  with  a  central  date  of  "1837", 
presumably  the  date  when  the  1 9  year  old  John 
Watson  defaced  this  coin  of  the  realm  to 
preserve  his  name  for  posterity.  Vandalism  or 
art?  Does  age  make  this  acceptable  as  art-  or  at 
leastasan  historical  relic-  whilst  spray-painting 
in  a  subway,  being  recent,  is  vandalism? 
Should  we  really  think  any  more  of  John 
watson  than  we  do  of  the  teenage  vandal  who 
takes  time  to  carve  his  name  and  the  date  into 
a  park  bench?  Visitors  to  places  like  the  Tower 
of  London  know  that  old  graffiti  scratched  into 
the  walls  by  past  inmates  are  now  relics  of  the 
past,  protected  beneath  thick  perspex  covers. 
Graffiti  etched  into  the  base  of  the  Great 
Pyramid  by  passing  Roman  tourists  are  fasci¬ 
nating  ancient  history.  Such  philosophisings 
are  apt  to  be  rapidly  abandoned,  however,  if  a 
modern  dayjohn  Watson  sprays  his  name  and 
that  of  his  girlfriend  on  your  garden  wall,  no 
matter  how  artistic  the  end  product!  In  the 
same  way,  we  regard  the  graffiti  of  the  modern 
lavatory  wall  with  distaste,  at  the  same  time  as 
having  antiquarian  reverence  for  the  graffiti  of 
the  brothels  of  Pompeii. 


By  way  of  an  aside  to  the  18th  and  19th 
century  fashion  for  engraving  or  punch-marking 
coins.  I  once  took  a  trip  to  the  Hanging  Rocks 
at  llkley  in  Yorkshire.  My  aim  was  actually  to 
visit  some  unusual  ancient  rock-carvings  for 
which  the  place  is  famous1,  but  what  I  hadn't 
known  about  until  I  got  there  and  saw  it  for 
myself  was  the  huge  rocky  outcrop  into  which 
numerous  of  our  19th  century  forefathers  had 
laboroiusly  carved  their  names,  often  with  the 
name  of  the  town  from  which  they  came,  plus 
the  date,  sometimes  in  deeply  incised  letters 
fully  two  to  three  inches  high  (e.g.J.JOHNSON, 
MELSONBY,  1833).  They  must  have  spent 
many  hours  doing  this-  one  can  imagine  picnics 
taking  place  at  the  base  of  the  rock  as  some 
members  of  the  family  chiseled  away.  Why? 
One  wonders  if  this  exercise  bears  some  relation 
to  the  ancient  stone  carvings  a  few  hundred  feet 
away,  and  if  the  impulse  which  drove  someone 
to  set  up  a  plaque  in  this  same  place  displaying 
a  rendering  of  the  text  of  Psalm  68.4! 

But  we  are  drifting  away  from  the  engraved 
coins  now-  or  are  we?  There  is  curious  fascina¬ 
tion  in  collecting  these  personalized  relics  of  the 
past  which  is  not  unlike  that  which  leads  one 
to  read  the  gravestones  in  an  old  cemetery  (or 
the  names  on  the  rocky  outcrop  at  llkley!):  one 
wonders  who  these  people  were  and  what  sort 
of  lives  they  led.  Indeed,  the  inscriptions  on 
some  engraved  coins  are  very  much  akin  to 
epitaphs-  as,  for  example,  "Cast  for  Death" 
coins2,  or  coins  recording  transportation  for 
criminal  offenses.  And  just  as  one  sometimes 
finds  puzzling  or  cryptic  gravestones,  so  too 
one  finds  puzzling  and  cryptic  engraved  coins. 


Figure  5  shows  a  Victorian  halfpenny  which 
has  had  its  reverse  filed  smooth  and  in  its  place 
engraved  the  inscription:  "Stolen  from  Lizzie

Fairservice  after  a  desperate  struggle.  G. 
Mackieson,  23/1  1/90".  I  would  dearly  love  to 
know  the  story  behind  this  enigmatic  inscrip¬ 
tion.  but  I  doubt  I  ever  will,  unfortunately,  the 
persons  concerned  having  long  vanished  into 
history3.  The  expression  "to  steal  a  kiss"  comes 
to  mind,  of  course,  and  suggests  that  perhaps 
this  is  an  unusual  type  of  love  token,  but  really 
this  is  no  more  than  wild  guesswork.  One 
hopes,  for  Lizzie's  sake,  that  a  kiss  was  all  that 
was  stolen  on  the  23rd  of  November.  1890! 


Figure  6  is  another  oddity  that  sets  the 
imagination  racing,  a  Victorian  shilling  with  its 
reverse  filed  smooth  and  engraved,  in  a  very 
neat  style.  "The  Bogie  Man,  1891,  January". 
The  Bogie  Man  is  most  likely  a  nickname,  of 
course,  but  how  was  it  earned?  Had  it  been  a 
couple  of  years  older,  I  might  have  had  some 
sleepless  nights  pondering  that  one.  for  at  that 
time  Jack  the  Ripper  was  talking  the  streets  of 

Whitechapel . As  it  is.  there's  still  plenty  of 

scope  for  the  imagination!

Postscript  on  Figure  I:  I  have  now  had  the 
opportunity  of  weighing  this  engraved  piece  in 
relation  to  a  VF  specimen  of  the  same  type. 
Since  the  former  turns  out  to  be  12%  lighter 
than  the  latter,  it  would  appear  that  the  reverse 


was  filed  smooth  before  engraving,  rather  than 
the  engraving  being  done  on  a  blank  reverse,  as 
I  thought  previously.  This  being  the  case,  and 
since  mis-strikes  do  get  into  circulation,  this 
may  well  not  be  the  production  of  a  bored  mint 
worker  after  all.  though  the  use  of  a  mis-strike 
for  engraving  remains  an  odd  combination.
